The Carson Tribune says: 
To those who think the State of Ne- 


vada ie going backward we have wimply 
to say " brace up," for as we look ovor 
the State we see a great future before it, 
A. few years since there -\vfts little pro- 
duced outside of tho mineral wealth 
of tho Comstock, nuiJ while this wan the 
wonder of the world it was like all ore 
bodies destined to be worked out. To- 
day we not only hnve great mineral 
wealth, but we have what is still better. 
Hundreds of small valleys are being 
brought to the front by meii who have 
come to the conclusion that uhe climate 
and soil of Nevada, when properly un- 
derstood, will bring to the Stete a 
thrifty and progressive people. 


It is a well-known fact that there is 


no State in the Union where cattle can 
be so cheaply raised as in this State. 
Very few "Winter kill" and the great 
variety of Winter feed makes this State 
a very desirable beef-raising (section, 
for, white in Wyoming the anow storms 
are killing cattle by the thousands, and 
the Texas fever 
is 
playing havoc 


among the herds of that State, and in 
•California the dry season takes hun- 
dreds of head, the cattle of Nevada are 
growing fat on tho white and black 
sage, which only grows sweet and paU- 
table to cattle aftei it has been touched 
fov Winter's frost. 


"The 
mineral wealth of the State is 


yet hardly uncovered, for, while the 
Comstoek ia uot producing as it once 
did, it ia still yielding largely, and the 
enterprising townsmen, Yerington, Bliss 
and others in opening up mines along 
the line of the C. & C. road is adding to 
the mineral resources of the State. Co- 
balt and nickel atd found in flue quality 
in the State. Sulphur, salt, soda and 
coal are being produced, and it requires 
only a little careful and far-seeing leg- 
islation to, in a few years, bring the 
State to the front. If a commission of 
well-known and reliable men who have 
large interests in the State were ap- 
pointed by the coming Legislature to 
consider the question of irrigation, with 
power to expend a few hundred dollars 
AD making surveys, with a view to as- 
certaining where water could be hus- 
banded during the seasou when water is 
running to waste, it might be of great 
and lasting advantage to the State. 


OUTKAttE O<U A 


A YOUIIK I.ndy Severely Assaulted 


by a JBnrirlar. 


The San Francisco Alta says: Mr. 


Knapp and family and a young lady 
under their guardianship are at present 
guests at the Palace Hotel. They are 
en route to Melbourne, whence they 
sail on Saturday. Mr. Knapp is one of 
the wealthiest and most prominent mer- 
chants in Melbourne. All were passen- 
gers by the Chicago, Burlington and 
Qaincy road from Chicago to Omaha on 
Wednesday, the 16th inst. About o 
quarter past 1 on the morning of that 
day, 
the young lady referred to was 


dealt a violent blow while she was 
lying in her berth, over her right eye, 
from which the blood flowed in a steady 
stream. Not losing consciousness, the 
lady shrieked out from the intensity of 
her pain, as well as from fright. 
The 


man who struck the blow, evidently 
nonplused, jumped for the bell-rope, 
which he pulled vigorously, the result 
being the immediate stoppage of the 
train. The coach was the last one in 
tho train, and when it slowed up he ran 
to tho rear platform add, leaping off, 
was soon lost in the darkness. The 
young lady was apparently taken for 
Mr. Knapp, hence the attack. Mr. 
Kuapp carried a large pocket-book well 
filled with bank bills, which no doubt 
excited the cupidity of the rasonl. It ie 
thought the blow was inflicted with 
steel knuckles or a sund-bag. The 
sleeping-car, at the time of the attack, 
was without any protection, the con- 
ductor being in the smoking-car two 
coaches forward and the porter asleep. 
Mr. Knapp has instructed his agent in 
Chicago to begin proceedings against 
the Pullman Company for damages in 
the sum of $50,000.

N ORDINANCE FOB THE PrtESERVA- 
tion of the pence, morals, comfort and 


health of the citizens of Reno. 
The Board of Commissioners of Wnshoe county 


do ordain: 
SECTION I. It shall be unlawful for any boy 


or girl under sixteen years to bo or remain up- 
on the streets or sidewalks, or in any public 
place in Reno, Nevada, alter the hour of eight 
o'clock P. M., except thai such boy or girl be in 
the necessary or tctnal discharge of duties, 
services or errands required of him or her by 
his or her parent, guardian or employer, or be 
returning home in a quiet and orderly manner, 
without undue loitering or delay, Ironi such 
visit or place of amusement us ao or she may 
have gone to with tho consect of his or her 
parent, guardian or employer. 


SECTION 2. It is hereby made tho duty of 
the Constable of Reno Township to cause the 
bell of the Reno Engine House to be sounded 
eight times on each and every evening of the 
week at the honr of eight o'clock. 


SECTION 3 
Any person violating any of the 


provisions of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a imsdemeimor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a flne not exceed- 
ing twenty ($20) dollars, or by imprisonment 
in the County Jail for a term not exceeding ten 
days or by both such flue and imprisonment. 


SECTION 4. All ordinances or parts of ordi- 


nances in conflict with the provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed

That there are errors in 
Harper's School Geography was well 
known when it was Adopted, 
liowevr-r, 


the book sent to the retail dealer.? is not , 
of the same edition as the samples iu | 
the hands of the Board o£ Education. 
In the number of mistakes the Intter 
surpasses the former as three to one. 
But in fuel there is no geography with- 
out these mistakes. Cornell's, Swin- 
tou's, Monteith's and yppletou'rt all 
have them, some of which have them 
even in greater abundance than Harp- 
er's. 
But when the latter was adopted

ton Territory, aud in very many of the 
Enstern States, and in over thirty coun- 
ties of Calitoroia. It has probably a 
greater circulation and a greater popu- 
larity thun any similar text-book pub- 
lished in the United States. 


W« do not believe either the Enter- 


prise correspondent or the J>OUBNAI, de- 
sire any glory as discoverers. 
All they 


objected to was the manifest injustice 
of introducing a geography, with so 
mauy errors into the public school. 
If 


the Board new of the fact, as is claimed, 
they did right iu exacting a revised edi- 
tion, but the Professor admits the book 
introduced was not exactly of the char- 
acter. 
Bancroft admits that those sent 


to Nevada were old ones that had laid 
upon the shelf, and that the clerk madu 
a mistake. Everything will be all right 
January 1st, nnd that will be preferable 
to having silently permitted the inac- 
curate ones being introduced now. The 
Board of Education should first know it 
is right aud then go ahead.
